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Those Flooded Cellars 


Complaints of flooded basements fol- 
lowed the down-pour on Thursday night, 
“as usual’. In some sections of the city this 
phenomenon is a regular occurrence with 
every heavy rain. This summer there have 
been repeated floodings, and choruses of 
complaint, on two or three occasions. In 
part no doubt because the rainfall has 
consisted of down-pours more largely than 
is common. But also because the popula- 
tion of the city is growing, and has in some 
districts outgrown the sewer accommoda- 
tion. 

When sewage backs up into a cellar it 
creates a situation better left to the im- 
agination. There is a clean-up job for 
somebody, aggravation for the house- 
holder, and expense for the city, which 
has to stand the cost. But these are the 
least serious of the results. The more im- 
portant consideration that, however 
prompt and thorough the cleaning-up, the 
health of the family is endangered. A 
cellar flooded with sewage is a potential, 
and highly probable, starting place for an 
epidemic. 

The moral is that we need some more 
storm sewers, and probably some larger- 
sized domestic sewers, in sections where 
buildings have been going up and popula- 
tion growing rapidly in recent years. |

Not A Wheat Bonus 

Premier Bracken offers the criticism 
that if the function of the Wheat Board is 
to market wheat without incurring a 
heavy loss the 80 cent pegged price “is 
very fair in view of present world condi- 
tions”; but that if the idea is to bonus the 
production of wheat the price is too low. 

He adds that no Dominion Government 
has ever proclaimed a policy of bonusing 
wheat production, which is true. It is due 
to note also that if this policy were pro- 
claimed it would get Canada in wrong with 
the tariff arrangements of a good many 
countries, which provide that dumping 
duties are to be imposed on products of 
any country which bonuses production of 
those commodities. The idea being that to 
bonus production—as New Zealand once 
bonused the production of butter—enables 
its producers to under-sell in foreign mar- 
kets and still make a profit. 

In a world where wheat buyers are 
none too numerous, and where any pre- 
text is good enough to invoke dumping 
duties, a wheat-bonusing policy would 
likely enough react to shut Canadian 
wheat out of markets where it may be | 
possible to sell some on actually competi- 
tive terms. 

The 80 cent pegged price is not a bonus 
on wheat production. That fact cannot be 
too strongly emphasized abroad. It is only 
a price calculated to enable the Canadian 
wheat-producer to make a living. The 
Wheat Board may have to prove that it is 
nothing more than this to avoid the danger 
of losing markets. 


a: Busy Man 


Lord Halifax, Britain's foreign secre- 
tary, evidently played some part in bring- 
ing about the truce between Russia and 
Japan. He will be lucky if they do not 
“reward” him by asking him to help in 
arranging the terms of a permanent settle- 
ment. Having on hand the matter of keep- 
ing Hitler from raiding Czechoslovakia 
and the task of persuading Mussolini to 
stop helping Hitler, he may fairly think 
he already has a man-sized job, though 
circumstances might point to him as the 
man on whom to unload any other un- 
pleasantnesses which require adjustment. 

It is of course highly creditable to the 
busy Secretary that he seems willing to 
play the pacificator in the world’s squab- 
bles, and not less creditable to the Cham- 
berlain Government and the prestige of 
Great Britain that he has been made a 
sort of utility man for Europe. But bear- 
ing in mind that the peace-maker usually 
comes out of a settlement with one enemy, 
and sometimes with two, it will be as well 
if someone else does any intervening that 
may be necessary to bring tranquility 
along the Siberian border. It hardly seems 
fair that one man or one government 
should have to grapple with the problem 
of preserving universal peace which the 
League of Nations found it could not do, 

If, as critics allege, the Chamberlain 
Government was a party to the disruption 
of the League of Nations, it can hardly 
have foreseen that it would itself inherit 
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| the League's thankless and not very hope- 
ful job of making peace prevail in widely 
scattered parts of the globe where it is 
not wanted. Lord Halifax, it is safe to 
assume, wishes there was still such a 
thing as collective security, and a generally 
accredited organization charged with the 
duty of seeing that it did not bveak down. 


Cheap Money Gets Results 


Edmonton people have been doing a 
good deal of “fixing up” under the Domin- 
ion home improvement scheme. Up to the 
end of June, 923 improvement loans had 
been taken out in the city, totalling $519, 
273. Only in Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver were loans more numer- 
ous and the aggregate expenditure great- 
er, though in nearly every city in Canada 
a considerable number of home-owners 
took advantage of the opportunity to re- 
model and modernize their premises at the 
relatively low rate of interest on money 
borrowed for the purpose. 

Cheap money, it is thus shown, is not 
of interest or importance in the western 
provinces only. The great financial centres 
of Montreal and Toronto each report more 
than twice the number of loans, and twice 
the amount of loan money, reported from 
any other city. Population, not geography, 
governed the volume of improvements 
made, while low interest had the same ap- 
peal in cities east and west. 

The total of loans up to June 30th was 
in excess of $13,000,000 in cities and towns 
having a population of 5,000 or more, and 
the number of loans in these communities 
32,164. The figures are small in compar- 
ison with the repair work and improve- 
ment needed to make up for the years dur- 
ing which property was allowed to run 
down. But they are convincing on the point 
that low interest rates offer the only hope 
for activity in the building trades and the 
restoration of the nation’s assets repre- 
sented by its homes. 

The depression reduced the great body 
of Canadians to the point where house im- 
provements have to be made with bor- 
rowed money if they are to be made at 
all. And under the deflated scales of sal- 
aries, wages and profits, the borrowing 
is not in keeping with the need of improve- 
ments, even with loans offered at 6 per 
cent.

Your Health 


“Five out of ten of those applying for jobs 
i states a recent letter, “I ought 
to know, for nterview applicants coming to 
our emp.oyment bureau. Couldn't you write an 
article about the value of having a good breath? 
I am sure that many are held back in business 
simply because they have the type of breath 
which offends.” 

This quotation from a person who interviews 
people day in and day out, emphasizes the busi- 
ness value of a clean, sweet breath, but there can 
be little doubt that a pleasant breath is also an 
asset in the social world. 

When the breath is unpleasant, this is usually 
the result of careless habits of living and we 
can not get very far away from the fact that most 
of the causes of halitosis are simple causes which 
are easily remedied. 

The chief causes are digestive derangements 
and constipation. If your stomach has been up- 
“sour” and if you have chronic trouble 
in digesting your food, then it is likely that the 
disagreeable odor of the breath is due to a diges- 
tive disturbance. On the other hand, if you know 
the intestinal elimination has been slow, and per- 
haps it has been delayed for a long time, then 
there is a strong possibility that the unpleasant 
odor of the breath ig due to the unwholesome 
state of the ] tract. 

Bad breath due to digestive disturbance is 
usually easily corrected by adopting a better 
diet which will gradually bring about an im- 
provement in digestive function. When due to 
constipation, correcting the constipated state is 
the best way of banishing the halitosis. 

Sometimes the cause of a disagreeable odor of 
the breath will be found to be the consequence of 
diseased tonsils or of catarrh of the nose and 
throat. When such is the case, proper treatment 
of the underlying conditions will remove the 
cause of the halitosis. , 

Occasionally the unpleasant odor is the result 
of over-indulgence in onions and garlic. The 
person using the garlic may not detect the odor 
the breath, but those around him will notice

Decaying teeth, and gum disorders such as 
pyorrhea and Trench Mouth, are other common 
causes of halitosis and in these cases, the cure 
depends upon dental attention. In the event you 
think the cause lies in the mouth, consult your 
dentist 

Several preparations are on the market which 
will help you avoid the danger of offending 
others by an unpleasant breath, I suggest that 
you use one of them regularly before mixing in 
a group, during the time that you are seeking 
to correct the basic cause of the halitosis.

Old Country Letter saints GLANCES — by George Clark

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—Mr. Bernard 
Shaw has not always been so completely self- 
confident as most people would believe. Like 
lesser mortals, he has known what it is to des- 
pair of his own work. Like them he has fallen 


into the black pits of hopelessness. 

This is revealed in some 
letters now being offered for 
sale at Sotheby's, a collection of 
70 written to J. E. Vedrenne, 
who produced several of Shaw's 
plays in partnership with Gran- 
ville Barker. 

The letters date back to the 
period of his earlier dramas. 
“I am in a condition of sullen 
depression concerning ‘Major 
Barbara’,” he wrote in one let- 
in another, of “Captain Brassbound's 
that he sometimes thought the play 
no good. Thirty years ago, when engaged on 
“Misalliance” and with the greater part of his 
playwriting still to do, he declared dolefully, 
“My bolt as a real playwright is shot.” 

These were probably genuine expressions of 
doubts of the sort which now and then assail all 
creative artists who have not yet achieved an 
assured position, but the following, written with 
reference to a provincial production of “Man and 
Superman,” seems to be a mere outbreak of 
petulance: 

“I came within an inch of suicide and mur- 
der... .I feel no further disposition to pursue 
the heartbreaking trade of playwright, and shall 
henceforth devote myself to the advancement 
of the human race as a politician and an essay- 
ist.” 

Mr. Shaw has not been lost to the world as an 
essayist—but what a politician he would have 
made! 

But the Shaw the public knows was soon in 
the saddle again. He had just finished two plays, 
he wrote to Vedrenne, “both masterpieces.” He 
came to have a better opinion of “Major Barbara” 
also. “You might as well dream of diluting the 
Atlantic Ocean as cutting Barbara down to an 
ordinary bill,” he said, apropos of a suggestion 
that it was inconveniently long for production 
purposes. 

Nor would he permit cuts in “John Bull's 
Other Island” merely to enable the audience to 
catch the last train. “Getting Married,” he told 
Vedrenne, wanted to be made an hour longer 
and played every day for the next ten years. 

Mr. Shaw, by the way, has just refused to 
celebrate his 82nd birthday or to allow anyone 
else to do so.

“Make way for Mr. Speaker.” The cry goes 
up in the lobby of every legislature in the British 
Commonwealth, including that at Edmonton, 
when the presiding officer of the popular cham- 
ber approaches to take his canopied seat, pre- 
ceded by the Sergeant-at-Arms, mace on 
shoulder.

Again and again in the past overseas visitors 
who have been privileged to see the procession 
have urged that a film should be made of it so 
that the Empire could see and hear part of the 
proceedings of the British House of Commons. 

There is talk of making a movie of the scene 
in the House itself, but it is likely for a very long 
time to come to be merely talk. Equally improb- 
able is it that the speeches of members will be 
broadcast. 


On This Date rio Wissass 


August 13, 1851, was a very important date 
in the history of the Liberal party in Upper 
Canada, .The retirement of Robt. Baldwin and 
the pending resignation also of Louis H, Lafon- 
taine had, as so often happens in similar cases, 
resulted in some very serious differences in the 
Liberal ranks in which W. L. Mackenzie, seeking 
return to the legislature, was notable. The suc- 
cess of the Lafontaine-Baldwin ministry, due to 
the constant co-operation of our first constitu- 
tional governor, the Earl of Elgin, had produced 
political peace and aided to overcome the busi- 
ness depression, following the abolition of the 
preferences for Canadian goods by Great Britain, 
as a result of the repeal of the corn laws. 

The Examiner, Toronto, on Aug. 13, 1851, told 
its readers that Liberal unity had been accom- 
plished, but warned them that no man was to 
be considered loyal to the party unless he stood 
at the impending election as a Liberal. There 
was to be no pussy-footing with the camouflage 
“ministerialist.”. The editor, Francis Hincks, 
who was soon to head a ministry after Lafon- 
taine’s retirement, preached party unity, and 
pointed to what had been accomplished in four 
short years by the Reformers, with Lord Elgin’s 
sympathetic support. 

“Let the indolent, the distrustful and the 
flinchers remember that the representative of 
her majesty has singly trodden among us a 
political path far rougher than has fallen to their 
lot taken coffectively, and that he has done so 
without abating in ardour, or distrusting the 
constitution, or forsaking the general cause, or 
forgetting the magnanimity proverbial to the 
British crown. Let us not upon such an example 
act the dastardly part of sacrificing great inter- 
ests to party divisions or party sloth when there 
is not required the sacrifice of one single prin- 
ciple.” 

Unfortunately the party unity thus declared 
did not last, and the Hincks-Morin ministry last- 
ed less than three years, being then defeated not 
so much by the Tories as by dissensions among 
the Upper Canada Liberals and the Lower Can- 
ada Rogues.
